T h e T e l e g r a p h of the 
most remarkable prison escape in the 
world’s history. 
Though O’Hora’s es­ 
cape will have no particular effect upon 
the history of civilization still it forcibly 
recalls the adage that history repeats it­ 
self. Certainly O’Hora’s escape from the 
county jail is not entirely unlike the man­ 
ner in which Napoleon the Third gained 
his liberty and an Empire, and, also, 
what was still more valuable, a visit to 
America and a position as an editor of a 
New Orleans newspaper. 
The reader 
will remember that while Louis Napoleon 
was imprisoned at the Fortress of Ham a 
few necessary repairs were made on the 
prison and this work required the passage 
in and out of hod-carriers. 
The royal 
prisoner put on a workman’s blouse and 
took a hod in his hand and passed through 
the doors to liberty, unnoticed by the 
guards. 
Here is where history repeats 
itself. Is the strategy dissimilar? O’Hora 
at the county jail was requested by the 
officer in charge to replenish a stove with 
coal. The culprit took in his hand a hod 
for the purpose, it was supposed, of com­ 
plying with the 
request; passed out 
through the door, placed the hod in the 
coal house and instead of returning with 
it filled with coal, as he had been strictly 
requested by the jailer, he paid no atten­ 
tion whatever to the order, but without 
ceremony at once proceeded on his way up 
Third street, out on the Chicago road and 
was not again seen until captured near 
Franklin. 
The historian will, of course, 
not consider O’Hora’s escape worthy of 
mention; yet to Napoleon the mere mat­ 
ter of that great man’s escape was not 
more important than the departure of 
O’Hora was to our humble putative pris­ 
oner. 
Louis Napoleon, being weary of 
prison life longed for liberty and an Em- 
poror’s crown; O'Hora was equally weary 
—of doing chores about the jail and now 
that spring is near he longed for his travel­ 
ing companions and the free and easy 
life of a tramp. 
O’Hora’s robberies 
amount to but a few dollars at most; Na­ 
poleon escaped not only to rob millions 
of honest laborers of their wealth but to 
take from a great nation its liberiy. 
Yet 
Napoleon enjoyed his stolen crown and 
fine jewels not more than O’Hora longed 
to while away the warm summer days 
with his tramp companions in the cool 
shade of the trees over in Goose Hollow,

Smut in wheat and how to prevent it 
appears to be the topic of g eneral discus- 
sion among the newspapers of the North­ 
west. 
The subject was started by Mr. X. 
I ndeiwood in a series of communications 
to the Miller s J ournal at Minneapolis 
some time since. 
The following paper on 
the subject, which was prepared by Mr. 
Underwood,has been printed as a circular 
by H. R. McCulloug h, General Freig ht 
Ag ent of the C. & N. W. R. li. company , 
and sent to us with a request that we pub­ 
lish the same. 
It will be read with inter­ 
est by whea t raisers, all others for that 
matter, for all are interested in the “ Staff 
of Life” product; 
Smutty whea t is g etting to ho a serious 
matter with the farmers of the North- 
w 
as well as the millers and the g rain 
dealers who arc oblig ed to handle it, the 
loss resulting from it to the farmers 111 the 
spring whea t reg ion amounts to millions 
of dollars annually . 
So far it has been 
confined mainly to the soft varieties of 
spring wheat hut it is now ma king its up 
pcarance in the hard or phy fe whea t and 
it suffered to g o unchecked will in a short 
time place the spring whea t of this coun­ 
try in the “ rejected” g rade where a larg e 
amount of it is now g oing on account of 
smut and selling at ten to twenty -five 
per cent per bushel less on this account. 
N ow this smut can be stamped out with 
a very little trouble and small ex pense to 
each individual farmer it they will care­ 
fully apply the prescription below. There 
in no dispute on the subject, it has been 


“In reply to yours of the 10th in early 
times we were much troubled with smutty 
wheat but have none now owing to the 
use of blue stone on the seed by the 
farmers. 
I have seen fields where part 
of the seed was treated with blue stone 
and part not, and the difference was as 
plain as between a field of barley and one 
of oats. 
It is hard to give an exact rule 
as to its application, the most practical 
farmers tell me they use six pounds to 
each ton (2000) of seed wheat. It is dis­ 
solved in water enough to wet this quanti­ 
ty of wheat and the wheat is put in bags 
say fifty to sixty pounds and immersed 
in the solution for six or seven minutes 
just enough to wet all the wheat; then it 
is taken out and laid on slopeing boards 
at the end of the trough to drain. 
The 
solution is put into a trough built for this 
purpose, something like a horse trough. 
The bags are turned over frequently in 
this solution to ensure the wetting of all 
tbe wheat. 
You can rely upon it that 
blue stone is a dead shot for smut in Cal­ 
ifornia. 
By blue stone I mean sulphate 
of copper or blue vitriol.” 
If wheat is sown on old stubble wher 
there was smut the previous year, it wilV 
make its appearance to some extent, but 
the second year there will be no sign of 
it. 
In new ground, or in fields where 
wheat has not been raised for two seasons 
or more, there will be no smut if the 
seed is prepared as above; unless it may 
be communicated from neighboring fields 
where the seed has not been treated for 
the 
purpose 
of 
killing 
out 
the 
smut germs. 
The cost of preparing the 
seed for one acre of ground will not ex­ 
ceed the loss on one bushel of smutty 
w'heat. 
It is no logger u m atu^ of ex­ 
periment; it lies been tried on the Pacific 
Coast for years, with other remedies, but 
the vitriol has been found the surest and 
quickest way to get rid of the smut, and 
it has been much worse in that region 
than in the Western States. 
Below is an 
extract from a letter on the subject, re­ 
ceived from Prof. E. W. Hilg anU Uni­ 
versity of California, Colleg e of Ag ricul­ 
ture, Berkley , Cal. 
ours of the 23d is read, us reg ards 
the blue-stoning of seed wheat. 
The so­ 
lution used is as strong as it can be made 
at the ordinary temperature; such a solu­ 
tion contains about three pounds of blue- 
stone Vo five quarts of water; the time of 
immersion varies 
somewhat; the most 
definite prescription g iven, is that a half 
sack should remain in the saturated solu 
tion at least three minutes and turned 
about several times in the interval t o, 
make sure of wetting thoroug hly . 
When 
weaker solutions is used the g rain can be 
left with it until it beg ins to sprout. The 
sacks are usually left open until used fol­ 
lowing . 
There is no dry ing done on 
purpose, unless it w to be immediately 
used in the seed drill. 
It will work per 
fectly with the centrifug al sower without 
dry ing ; in g eneral, I should he in favor 
of the strong solution and short immer­ 
sions,— the work is then done quickest 
and if the g rain is afterwards left in the 
sack for some hours the application is I 
sure to he effectual. 
Ag ain, the strong 
solution is more certain to 
g rain more distasteful to bird* 
enemies, and g ives a marg in 
fung oid g erms round about 
seedling . 
There seems to he 
dang er to the vita lity of the 
the blue-stone. 
Of course, the

third, more than the other; both fields be­ 
ing treated precisely the same, except in 
the seed. 
This has been tried by farmers 
in Illinois and Iowa, and has resulted in 
their adopting this practice, getting a 
larger yield and much better quality. 
These are all facts obtained by actual ex­ 
perience and tests made by practical 
farmers and scientific agriculturists.

mused me to make some in quires: First, 
as to whether or n ot we are payin g 
teac hers more in this coun ty than they 
receive iri n eighborin g coun ties; an d , 
secon d ly, are we payin g teachers more 
than youn g men an d women are makin g, 
an d c an make, in the other employmen ts? 
By referrin g to the State Superin ten ­ 
d en t's report for 1883-4, I glean the fol­ 
lowin g facts: The average wages paid 
to male teachers in this c oun ty, in 1883, 
was $46 .h ), while the average to females 
was on ly $30.93. 
In that same year 30 
coun ties paid a higher average rate of 
wages to male teachers, an d 71 coun ties 
paid more to females. 
Comparin g with 
the surroun d in g coun ties. I fin d that the 
average wages to males in DeKalb coun ­ 
ty was $ is.48; in Ogle, $49.21; in White­ 
sid e; $53.98; in Bureau, $53.04, an d in 
LaSalle. $47.13. 
The 
average wages 
paid females was: 
DeKalb, $3^.36; Ogle, 
$33.< 6; Whitesid e, $30.05;Bureau, $33.42, 
an d LaSalle, $31.83. 
Lee Coun ty, it will 
be seen , stan d s at the foot of the list. In 
issl the average wages paid male teach 
ers was 38 cen ts less than in 1883, while 
the average to females was $1.04 more. 
In that year, 52 coun ties paid a higer av­ 
erage to male teachers an d 75 coun ties 
paid more t<> female teaeher> t hail d id Lee. 
In that year, of the ad join in g coun ties, 
Bureau paid the lowest average to males! 
($50.02) which was $3.40 more than Lee { 
paid , an d Ogle paid the lowest average 
to females. ($32.11) which was 11 cen ts 
more tliaa was paid by Lee. 
In 18s ! it 
Cost Lee Coun ty, for teaehers salaries in 


the mod est price of $2 per mon th.) a total 
of $108, leavin g him the prin cely salary 
of $118 for his services, or$13£ per mon th. 
In the same man n er I could show that 
the other employmen ts are more profit­ 
able than teachin g. 
That is why so few 
of those of who en gage in the busin ess of 
teachin g con tin ue in it on ly un til they 
Can fin d somethin g better to d o. 
There 
are man y who thin k that a n yb o d y 
can 
teach school, an d who, therefore, see n o 
cause for regret in the frequen t chan ge 
of teachers. 
On e d irector said to me, 
n ot lon g ago, that he thought it was a 
good plan to chan ge teachers frequen tly, 
as the child ren were likely to get tired of 
their teacher. 
Followin g out the same 
lin e of reason in g, it would probably be 
well to chan ge paren ts an d homes fre­ 
quen tly, so that there will be n o d an ger 
of the child ren growin g tired of the home 
surroun d in gs. 
In con clusion , let me say 
that I am n ot in favor of payin g extrava­ 
g a n t prices to teachers; but, I am in favor 
of payin g en ough to call the best talen t 
we have to the school room; an d that 
econ omy which employs a poor teacher 
because he or she can be hired cheap, is the 
worst extravagan ce; for a poor teacher is 
expen sive a t a n y p rice. 
On the other 
han d , the commun ity that employes a 
good teacher, at a fair livin g salary, an d 
then con tin ues him in his position as lon g 
as he gives satisfaction , is practicin g 
commen d able en con omy.
